Music, when produced by the. differ- 
ent objects of nature, animate and inan- 
imate, may be called natural, and that 
which is produced from musical} instru- 
ments, constructed by the ingenuity. of 
man, artificial, 

We are all more or less familiar with 
the names of the many different musical 
instruments in usé, throughout the mu- 
sical world, from which the skillful mu- 
sician produces.such delightful music : 

The organ, so universally celebrated 
for speaking forth the lofty harmonies of 
music, 

The melodeon, a favorie musical in* 


church and parlor music. 

The piano-ferte, with her wotld-wide 
celebrity, for her delicate and beautiful 
trilling tones. 

The harp, ‘whosé sweetly vibrating 
notes (in the hands of Israel’s favorite 
king) could charm the troubled. and 
maddened spirit of King Saul. 

The guitar, with its gay, soft, floating 
melody, turning our minds to sunny It- 
aly, the favored lund af sweet music and 
charming singers, 

The flute, with its .veice-toned notes. 
the great, little master. of 
all instruments, (constructed by man) 
when in the hands of a skillfal Paganini, 
whose exquisite and etherial tones can 
entrance the sonl beyond the power, of 
language to describe, 

The human voice, the greatest of all 
musical instraments,—constructed by 
God Himself— with its deep,soul-thrilling 
pathos, and its soft, meltimg cadences. 

‘There are six qualities of the homan 
viz: Male voice, 


The violin, 


voice, when classified, 
—primo basso, baratone and tenore. Fe- 
mule voice,—soprano, mezzo soprano 
and contralto, For instance, in the male 
voice, one may have a primo basso, an- 
In the female voice, one may have a so- 
prano, one, a mezzo soprano, and | anoth- 
er, a contralto. Thus, we see that God 
has provided different voices to carry on 
different parts in the celebration of His 

raise, to make it’ grand, harmonious and 
beautiful, like all His works. 

A good voice, capable of producing 
three octaves and a fifth of tones, can 


tinguishable to the ear, and taking the 
twelve different keys in the major mode, 
and twelve in the minor, the single or- 
gan of the voice can produce this scale 
of forty-two notes in twenty-four differ- 
ent forms. According to the laws of 
vibration, or the science of acoustics, a 
voice, capable of sounding three octaves 
and 2 fifth, can make two thousand eight 
hundred-and forty tones. How wonder- 
fully perfect is: this. musical organ, in 
man—capable of producing so many dif- 
ferent tenes from |one pipe or organ. No 
wind instrument of music, constructed 
by the agency of man, can produce more 
than one tone from a single reed or pipe. 

These tones, whether they are produced’ 
from the deep organ of man, or from the 
sweeter organ of gentle woman, possess | 
a charm and power, that thrills the soul 
‘with pleasure far more delightful than 
all the music of nature, or that can be! 
drawn from cold and lifeless musical in- 
struments, by the Skill of man.

INTERNAL REVENUE. —INOOME TAX. 


See. 116. And be it further enacted, 
That there shall be levied, collected and 
paid) annually upon the annual gains, 
profits, or inceme of every person resi- 
ding) in, the United States, or of any. cit- 
izen of the Dnited States residing abroad 
whether derived from any kind ‘of prop- 
erty, rents, interests, dividends, salaries 
or from any profession, trade, employ- 
ment or vocation, carried on in the Uni- 
ted States’ or elsewhere} or from any 
gther source’ whatever, except as. herein- 
after mentioned, if such annual gatns, 
profits, or idcome, exceed the sum of six 
bundred dollars, a duty of five per cen- 
tum on the excess over six hundred - dol- 
lars and not exceeding five.-thousand 
‘dollars ; and a duty of seven and one 
half of one yer centam per annum on Abe 
excess over five thousand dollars, and 
not exceeding ten thousand dollars ; and 
a duty of ten per eentam on the excess 
over ten thousand dollars. And the du- 
ty herein provided for shall be’assessed, 
collected, and paid upon the gains, profits 
ov income for the year ending the thirty- 
first days of December, next preceeding: 
the time for levying, collecting, and pay- 
ing said duty : Provided, That income 
derived from interest upon notes, bonds, 
and other securities of the United States 
shall be included in estimating incomes 
under this section : Provided, That only 
one deduction of six hundred dollars 


shall be made from the aggregate in- 


comes of all the members of any; family 
composed of parents aud minor children 
or husband and wife, except in casess 
where such separate income shall be de- 
rived fram tle s@parate and individual 
estate, gains, or /labor_of the wife or 
child: | And provided, further, ‘That 
net profits realized by sales of real estate 
purchased within the year for which in- 
come is estimated, shall, be chargeable 
as income ; and losses on sales of real 
estate purchased within the year, for 
which income is estimated, sliall be de 
ducted from the income of such year.

punction. The lists show a melancholy 
degree of unproductiveness in real and 
‘personal estate, and-still more in ‘trade. 
Men.doing business with capitals of from 
tem to twenty thousana dollars, and 
generally supposed to be sagacious and 
successful, are found to have realized 
less than the salaries paid to good clerks. 
They would have made more money. by 
loaning their capitals to the government 
and going bebind the counter. on sala- | 
ries. Indeed the very small proportion 
of tradersi'who acknowledge that they | 
are making so much as a using by their 
incomes is astonishing and- almost in- 
credible. The most surprising cases of 
this. sort are found among the liquor 
dealers, whose profits have been sup- 
poged to be enormous, some .of whom 
do not report the $1100 incdme necessa- 
ry to procure honorable mention jin the 
newspapers, and others: of whom report | 
‘incomes that cannot half support their 
families. Some of our men of leisure 
popularly supposed to be living on their 
interest money, have no incomes at all, 
or none worth reporting, and yet live in 
as good style as those who acknowledge 
incomes of $10,000 a year. We pre- 
sume it is the cost of supplying the ta- 
bles of these poor rich men gratuitously, 
that keep the incomes of the grocers and 
butchers so miserably small. There ought 
te be ne more complaints about high 
prices and exhorbitant profits while the 
tax lists prove that not half our trades: 
men make a comfortabie living. Evi- | 
dently they cannot go on in this way for 
any length of time, and they ought not 
to be allowed to sacrifice themselves for 
the public convenience and comfort.— 
The salaried men generally report their 
incomes at what they are known to be, 
but it is a curious fact, developed in ma- 
ny instances, that when a salaried man 
has other sources of income in jaddition 
to his salary they reduce instead of in- 
crease it, and he reports a smaller in- 
come than his employers’ books show 
against him in clear cash. 
But there is no end to the. mysteries 
of the income lists. , Our faith in human 
nature would be seriously shaken if we 
could believe that all, or a majority, of | 
the under estimates of incomes show a 
deliberate purpose to cheat the | guvern- | 
ment. We must charitably believe that 
most of them grow out of a misappre- 
hension of what the law requires. The 
most common error seems to be.to sup- 
pose that the yearly income consists of 
what is left of the years gains ufter pay- 
ing family and other expenses,’ Others 
go astep further, and if they have invest- 
ed these net gains in an increase of their 
business, are unable to see that they 
have any income at all, Thus, if a_liq- 
nor seller has made ten thousand dollars 
during the year, and has spent. three 
thousand and invested seven thousand | 
in liquors to be sold in the following 
year, he has no income at all to ‘report ; | 
and the owner of a twenty thousand dol- 
lar tenement house, who has expended 
the four thousand dollars received for 
rent in additions to the house, which will 
increase the rent to $5000 another year, | 
comes to the conclusion that tlie proper- 
ty has bronght him no income for the 
year. Itis reported that some asses- 
sors have sanctioned the principle of de- 
ducting from incomes the amount invest- 
ed in the enlargement of the | business. 
from which the incomes are derived, and 
that this accounts for the fact that some | 
report small incomes or nonevat all who 
are known to have regular incomes from 
year to-year of some thousands’ of dol- 
lars. If any officials have done this, 
they have only proved their igncrance of | 
the law. If the principle should be al- | 
lowed, there would sodn be very few in- | 
comes to be taxed, four whatever is not 
spent during the year is of course in-| 
vested in some shape. What the law 
demands is plain enough. It ‘requires 
the tax to be paid on all incomes over 
$600, whether from labor,interest, profit 
of trade, or whatever source. If a trader 
begins the year with $20,000 capital, 
and finds that at the end of the year he 
has $30,000, and hag spent $5,000 in ex- 
penses of living, his income is’ $15,000, 
and hé should pay a tax on that amount 
less $600. This matter is so plain that 
It is difficult to see how mistakes such as 
are made can be honestly made; and | 
yet we must charitably believe that they | 
are, If they are, the proof of the hon- 
esty will come in the shape of amended 
returns.— (Springfield Republican.  -
